Hysteria of Corslcana residents 
over rabies while they are ignoring 
the disease-breeding filth spots of 
their immediate neighborhood was 
rapped Monday by Dr. Will Miller, 
acting director of the Corslcana- 
Navarro Health Unit and city and 
county health officer. 


Dr. Miller said many persona, 


moved along by the 
excitement 
and rumors that go along with a 
dog supposedly mad, were 
now 
taking 
the 
painful 
anti-rabies 


treatment even though they "just 
knew the owner of the dog." 


The health officer said that to 
his knowledge there has been only 
one case of rabies here In 20 vears. 
There has never been one reported 
to the health unit. 
Dangerous Open Toilet 
"The open toilet is far more dan- 


gerous than a mad dog," he said. 


"Whon we stop and think, realize 


facts and cold statistics, 
rabies 


Is 
one of the rarest of the rare 
causes of death, while those diseas- 
es that follow filth are vory pro 
valentnes. 


"The opon toilet la the breeding 
place of many. «i our common aad 


every day diseases, of which death 
or deformity Is an aftermath." 


The doctor discounted tho danger 


of rabies, and said there was 
no 


cause here now for the present hy- 
steria resulting In taking antl-ra- 
blos "shots." 
"Rabies deserves little or no apace 
when establishing causes of disease, 
deformity or death," he continued.
